Total  Gifts  of  $1.82  Million  Make  1977  a  Banner  Year 


Gifts  from  all  sources  to  Presbyterian  College  in  1977 
totaled  $1.82  million,  the  strongest  financial  support 
this  College  has  ever  received  in  a  single  year. 

It  marked  the  eighth  time  in  the  last  nine  years  that  con- 
tributions have  exceeded  the  onc-niillion-dollar  mark.  The 
largest  previous  total  was  $1.29  million  in  1976,  the  opening 
year  of  PC's  Second  Century  Fund  drive  for  capital  resources. 

This  major  campaign  among  Presbyterians  of  Georgia  and 
South  Carolina  received  even  greater  emphasis  in  1977.  As 
a  result.  $1.33   million   was   raised  in  capital   funds  to  be 


added  to  these  other  contributions  in  completing  the  $1.82 
million  in  total  1977  support:  Annual  Giving  —  $261,176; 
Synod  of  the  Southeast  budget- — $163,359;  and  the  South 
Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent  Colleges — $56,465.  All 
of  these  categories  represent  new  records  in  giving  to  PC. 

The  total  gift  support  over  the  last  nine  years  ran  as

$200,000  from  Peachtree  Church  Opms  Atlanta  Drive 


A  $200,000  subscription  by  Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presby- 
terian Church  propelled  Atlanta  Presbytery  to  a  fast 
start  in  quest  of  $1.3  million  for  Presbyterian  College's 
$10  million  Second  Century  Fund  program.  It  is  the  largest 
single  church  pledge  ever  made  to  a  PC  campaign. 

Dr.  Frank  Harrington,  Peachtree's  senior  minister  and 
general  chairman  of  the  presbytery  drive  for  PC,  announced 
this  major  gift  at  each  of  seven  kickoflf  dinners  held  through- 
out Atlanta  Presbytery  in  late  January. 

Teams  of  volunteer  campaign  leaders  under  Dr.  Bonneau 
Dickson  and  William  B.  Hart  are  now  at  work  visiting  church 
sessions  throughout  the  presbytery.  From  this  effort  will 
come  other  subscriptions  to  the  PC  program.  And  the  special 
gifts  contact  under  Bennett  A.  Brown  is  meeting  with  early 
success  among  foundations.    All  presently  point  toward  a 


first  report  meeting  before  Atlanta  Presbytery  assembles  for 
its  next  session  on  March  7. 

While  this  presbytery  engages  in  fund-raising  for  Presby- 
terian College  during  the  spring  months,  work  continues  in 
other  parts  of  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast  with  churches  that 
have  not  yet  joined  the  program.  Many  are  expected  to 
commit  themselves  in  the  months  ahead. 

By  mid-February,  the  Second  Century  Fund  total  stood 
at  $4.9  million  in  cash  and  pledges.  This  sum  represents 
almost  one-half  of  the  $10  million  being  sought  by  PC's  1980 
centennial  year  to  undergird  the  College's  future  as  it  heads 
into  its  second  century  of  service.  The  resources  will  be  used 
primarily  for  endowment  to  strengthen  the  student  financial 
aid  program,  the  faculty  and  the  curriculum.  In  addition, 
some  of  the  older  campus  facilities  will  be  renovated. 


PC  Annual  Giving  Sets  Another  Record  at  $261,176 


Our  Annual  Giving  continued  its  upward  pace  in  1977 
with  another  new  record  of  $261,176 — even  as  cam- 
paign efforts  for  the  Second  Century  capital  funds  program 
hit  a  peak  in  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 

This  total  from  1,932  donors  does  not  include  other 
yearly  sources  such  as  church  budget  gifts  and  the  South 
Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent  Colleges.  To  count 
these  would  push  the  figure  to  almost  one-half  million  dollars. 

Alumni  increased  their  Annual  Giving  support  by  more 
than  10  percent  over  the  previous  year.   The  1977  summary:

The  PC  Annual  Giving  program  raises  funds  primarily 
for  such  current  operations  as  student  financial  aid,  faculty 
salaries  and  departmental  expenses.  Sponsored  by  the  Alumni 
Association,  the  1977  Annual  Giving  effort  was  headed  by 
alumni  President  Warren  Berry  '55  of  Macon,  Ga.,  President- 
Elect  Sandy  Hagood,  Jr.  '65  of  Easley  and  Johnson  Club 
President  Harry  Hicklin  '48  of  Rock  Hill.

A  new  enthusiasm  sweeps  across  the 
PC  tennis  courts  under  the  influence 
of  Richard  McKee,  who  took  over  the 
coaching  reins  last  summer. 

In  addition  to  the  intensive  practice 
sessions  by  both  men's  and  women's 
teams,  he  directs  special  efforts  toward 
recruiting  topflight  high  school  players 
for  future  years.  Win  or  lose  this  first 
year,  McKee  expects  the  squads  to 
give  a  good  account  of  themselves. 
He  said: 

"We  are  in  excellent  physical  shape 
and  ready  to  go  after  plenty  of  round- 
robin  and  intra-squad  play.  Our  over- 
ail  strategy  is  to  be  aggressive  and  at- 
tack the  net  whenever  possible.  That's 
where  matches  are  won  on  hard  courts. 
We  have  given  special  emphasis  to  our 
doubles  teams,  because  many  matches 
will  come  down  to  that." 

The  PC  men's  squad  is  young  and 
inexperienced.  Sophomore  Luiz  Penna 
moves  up  from  number  four  last  year 
to  the  top  singles  position  and  shares 
number  one  doubles  with  transfer 
Bobby  McKee,  who  plays  number  two 
singles.  Team  captain  Raouf  Farhat 
gives  real  strength  to  number  three 
and  to  his  pairing  with  Mauricio  Behar 
in  the  second  doubles  spot.  Completing 
the  nine-man  squad  are  Phil  Brice, 
Chuck  Waldren,  Erik  Seifert,  Don 
Jeter  and  Ashely  Warthen. 

On  the  women's  side  of  the  court, 
freshman  Lyim  Barton  takes  the  big 
stride  from  high  school  play  into  the 
number  one  singles  slot.  She  teams  with 
Tracy  Jones  at  number  two  doubles, 
while  jimior  veterans  Ina  Nelson  and 
Sally  Walker — who  play  behind  Barton 
in  singles  —  compose  the  number  one 
doubles  team.

Chair  Honors  Memory  of  Noted  Minister  and  Wife 


Gifts  totaling  $250,312  have  funded  the  Emma  Bailey 
Comelson  and  the  Rev.  George  H.  Comelson,  D.D., 
Chair  of  Christian  Religion  at  Presbyterian  College  as  a 
memorial  to  the  noted  Presbyterian  Church  US  minister  and 
his  wife. 

President  Marc  C.  Weersing  said  the  Bailey  Foundation 
of  Clinton  has  just  awarded  $148,000  to  PC  to  complete  the 
chair's  endowment. 

Other  recent  gifts  for  this  purpose  came  from  descendants 
prominent  in  the  South  Carolina  textile  industry.  They  are: 
grandson  George  H.  Comelson  of  Clinton,  his  wife  Ann  and 
four  children  (George,  Martin,  Scott  and  Elizabeth);  and 
the  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Comelson,  Mrs.  Rose 
Comelson  Montgomery  of  Spartanburg  and  family.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Montgomery  were  joined  in  their  giving  by  son  Walter 
S.  Montgomery,  Jr.,  and  daughter  Mrs.  Thomas  F.  Johnston 
of  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Also  included  in  the  $250,312  total  is  a  fund  Mrs.  Emma 
Bailey  Comelson  started  at  PC  shortly  before  her  death  to 
help  strengthen  the  program  of  Christian  education  here. 

President  Weersing  said  the  Chair  of  Christian  Religion 
will  serve  as  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  lives  of  devoted  Christian 
service  of  Emma  Bailey  Comelson  and  the  Rev.  George  H. 
Cornelson.  "It  will  help  maintain  a  strong  department  for 
teaching  the  Bible  to  all  students  and  for  training  many  of 
these  as  ministerial  candidates,"  he  added. 

Dr.  Comelson  was  widely  recognized  as  a  Bible  scholar, 
a  vigorous  preacher  and  a  leader  in  the  development  and 
growth  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  US.  He  culminated  his 
career  with  17  productive  years  (1909-26)  as  pastor  of  the 
historic  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Orleans.  A  native 
of  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  he  eamed  degrees  from  Davidson 
College  and  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  and  did  post- 
graduate work  at  McCormick  Theological  Seminary,  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  the  University  of  Edinburgh  in 
Scotland.  His  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degree  was  awarded 
by  Davidson. 

Early  in  his  career.  Dr.  Comelson  served  churches  in 
Malvem,  Ark.,  Aiken,  S.  C,  Concord,  N.  C,  and  Nashville, 
Tenn.    He  moved  in  1909  to  New  Orleans,  where  he  com- 


bined his  ministerial  responsibilities  at  that  large  church  with 
success  in  a  number  of  business  ventures.  He  died  there  in 
1928,  leaving  his  widow,  daughter  Rose  Bailey  and  son 
George,  Jr. 

Mrs.  Emma  Bailey  Comelson,  after  31  years  as  a  min- 
ister's wife,  retumed  to  her  native  Clinton  upon  the  death 
of  her  husband.  Here,  she  took  an  active  part  in  the  religious, 
civic  and  social  life  of  the  community.  She  also  served  for 
a  number  of  years  as  a  Director  of  Clinton  Mills,  founded 
by  her  father,  Mercer  Silas  Bailey.  She  was  89  when  she 
died  in  1963. 

The  daughter  of  this  couple.  Rose  Bailey  Comelson, 
married  Walter  S.  Montgomery  of  Spartanburg,  now  board 
chairman  of  Spartan  Mills.  Son  George  H.  Comelson,  Jr., 
had  a  career  in  the  textile  industry,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1954,  he  was  vice-president  of  Clinton  Mills. 

Among  the  three  grandchildren  of  Emma  Bailey  and 
the  Rev.  George  H.  Comelson,  present  namesake  George 
Comelson  of  Clinton  holds  the  position  of  executive  vice- 
president  of  Clinton  Mills,  Walter  S.  Montgomery,  Jr.,  is 
president  of  Spartan  Mills,  and  Mrs.  Rose  Montgomery  John- 
ston is  the  wife  of  Memphis  attorney  Thomas  F.  Johnston. 

Ministers'  Conference  Offers 
Fresh  Insights  for  Pastoral  Work 

"New  Directions  in  Theology"  as  discussed  by  Dr.  Shirley  C. 
Guthrie.  Jr.,  is  the  theme  of  PC's  1978  Ministers'  Conference 
coming  up  on  April  1 1-12. 

Early  reservations  indicate  a  good  response  to  this  initial 
effort  being  conducted  by  Presbyterian  College  in  conjunction 
with  Columbia  Theological  Seminary.  President  Weersing 
said  of  the  conference: 

"Our  objective  is  to  provide  a  short  but  intensive  program 
under  the  leadership  of  one  of  the  noted  scholars  of  our 
Church.  We  hope  it  will  provide  fresh  and  stimulating  in- 
sights for  preaching  and  pastoral  work." 

Dr.  Guthrie,  professor  of  systematic  theology  at  Columbia 
Seminary,  also  is  widely  recognized  as  a  writer  and  lecturer. 
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
